How to Do Ironing Satisfactorily. 
F 


IRST of all the irons must be 
Immaculately clean and suited 
to »tho article to be ironed 
Irons come now in all sslzes, 
for all purposes. 
Heat the irons slowly, but have 
ahem very hot before starting, even if 
they must be cooled later. 
Try them 
en a soft clean cloth. 
The ironing sheet also must be clean. 
For fine lingerie cover the ordinary 
a 
ironing sheet with thin material. 
For 
embroidery and lace use a Turkish 
towel, pinned tightly around the board. 
To stiffen articles slightly without 
starch rub them on the wrong side 
with warm water and borax. 
To clean the irons lf starch sticks 
rut) them over fine emery paper, then 
with a iii tie paraffin wrapped in mus­ 
lin 
If an iron becomes rusty scrub 
it with hot water and soap, then rub 
it very lightly with lard. 
Wipe It 
carefully with absorbent cotton to re­ 
move all traces of the lard 
Never allow irons to get red hot, as 
it takes the temper out. 
Do not put a 
hot iron in water to cool It; stand it 
on one side for a few minutes. 
It is unwise to put irons directly 
over the gas flame, as it spoils the 
iron. 
In the absence of a special de­ 
vice for holding them use an asbestos 
m at 
When possible colored goods should 
be ironed on the wrong side, then 
pressed on the right This brings out 
the coloring. All wool underwear ought 
not to be Ironed, as Ironing causes it to 
shrink.

How to Cure Hiccups. 
Hiccups can be as troublesome as 
•any of the minor ills which aggravate 
mankind, but from time out of mind 
there has been a remedy for every ill, 
and hiccups share the lot of other ills 
ii this respect 
One old cure for hiccups is this: 
“Take three or four preserved dam­ 
sons in your mouth at a time and 
swallow them by degrees.” A tempta­ 
tion this would seem to be to children 
of another generation to have attacks 
of hiccups. 
Water drinking often stops this trou­ 
ble. , The water should bo slowly swal­ 
lowed, not gulped down—swallowed. 
like the damsons, by degrees. 
The best water treatment is this; 
Fill the mouth with cool water. Hold 
each forefinger over the lobe of the 
ear, closing It tight Then swallow the 
water very slowly. 
If this operation 
is properly carried out it is almost sure 
j to cure hiccups. 
Still another remedy is sugar, and 
this acts like a charm with some per­ 
sons. The sugar should be of the gran­ 
ulated sort, and a full teaspoonful 
should»be taken at once. 
It should be 
j swallowed slowly 
Holding the breath is sometimes effi­ 
cacious. 
Hold it avid count twenty or 
I thirty slowly.

In severe cases of hiccups accom­ 
panying illness champagne, a spoonful 
at a time, is sometimes found of use.

Mow to Keep Baby Covered. 
Mothers since time immemorial have 
slept lightly o' nights with the neces­ 
sity of rousing often to draw the cov­ 
erlets over restless little ones.

RENOVATING A HOUSE. 


H o w to Make an O ld Dwelling Clean 
and Sanitary. 
Do you remember w hat Nathaniel 
H aw thorne says in “The House of the 
‘Seven Gables”—that each generation 
Ie entitled to new houses, that old 
houses are tainted with old ideas and 
■unpleasant reminders of their past? 
T h a t is just the way every housekeep­ 
er feels when moving day comes. 
Moving is bad enough at best, but 
ft is surely more difficult when the 
house to be moved into Is old than 
when it is new. 
However, Intelligent­ 
ly directed cleaning will do wonders 
to freshen up old and dingy rooms and 
to remove any stains or spots that 
have been carelessly left in rooms th at 
have been refurbished. 
If m ortar or paint has been spatter­ 
ed on the window glass it can be re­ 
moved w ith boiling hot vinegar, ap- 
plled with a heavy cloth, and after the 
paint or m ortar is entirely removed 
tho window should be w ashed in the 
regular manner. 
If there is a choking odor of fresh 
paint in tim house it will be largely ab­ 
sorbed by pails or tubs or Jardinieres 
of w ater containing each a handful of 
hay, which should be left in th e rooms 
which have been painted for twenty- 
four hours. 
Grease stains ran be removed from 
the floors by making a m ixture of a 
quarter of a pound each of pearl ash 
and fuller’s ash and a quart of boiling 
water. This should be spread on the 
floor and left there for tw enty-four 
hours, and then the floor should be 
washed with hot w ater in which w ash­ 
ing soda, a little of it, has been dis­ 
solved. 
If any of the drains from sinks and 
w ash basins seem to be clogged they 
can be cleansed with w ashing soda. A 
lot of it should be crumbled into the 
pipe and then bubbling boiling w ater 
should bo slowly poured over it. This 
solution 
will 
clean 
the 
pipe 
from 
grease, and if it seems still clogged a 
plum ber’s attention will probably re­ 
veal the presence of solid substances— 
hair or dust or bits of paper or cloth. 
Any enameled surface, like a sink or 
w ash basin or bathtub, can be effect­ 
ually cleaned w ith gasoline rubbed on 
■with a wooden cloth. 
Soap and water, 
In which there is a little ammonia, are 
usually effective iii cleaning enameled 
surfaces, but lf they are badly stained 
the gasoline will be found better 
Brass that is badly stained can best 
be cleaned with one of the regular 
brass pastes. It can then be polished 
with a flannel and a little whiting if it 
w as in an especially bad condition. 
Nickel can be cleaned with w hiting aud 
vinegar if it is too badly stained to be 
cleaned with hot water, which really 
ought to kee[) nickel in good condition. 
Zinc can best be cleaned w ith turpen 
tine. Any amount of rubbing with the 
usual cleansing powders may be un 
availing in the case of /inc, but turpen 
tine Is effective.
